Intense Competition. 
. Tt is true that-no.. larger. per- 
centage of old tonnage is being 


sold abroad than before the war, 


but on the other hand, there ia a 
larger surplus of. world tonnage 
for the available demand, and 
competition {s considerably more 
intense than before the war. 

At the same time it must bd re~' 
membered that the sale of an old 
ship as “a, sea-going concern 
brings in a considerably larger 
return than its sale for scrapping, 
a factor, which undoubtedly en- 
‘courages owners | to sell ~ abroad 
even at the risk of enhanced com- 
petition. * 

Moreover, it is contended. at any 
rate In shipbuilding circles, that 
such great improvements have | 
been mide. {n modern. technical 
construction that the economies 
afforded by a new ship’more than 
counter-balance ' any advantage 
which the foreigner might gain by 
the cheap_purchase of an old ship. 

The’ new Committee: will no 
doubt investigate “these opposing 
views and determine what course 
of action is in the best interests ot 
British shipping.
